IN THE SPECIFICATION : Page 1 1, line 17, replaced "conduit 122" with -conduit 120- 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 21 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

The closest prior art, US 6,174,802 to Huang et al, teaches forming a via hole 55 in a dielectric 
material 50 deposited in a trench and configured to intersect a hollow conduit 59 [Fig. 5B and col. 
4]. However, Huang et al does not disclose, inter alia, filling the hollow conduit by using at least 
one via hole to thereby form a conductive line on a semiconductive wafer .
